A. On the first $4,800 you earn 
in 1960. your employer will de­ 
duct 3 per cent, or $3 from every 
hundred you make.

What is grouse 
country? One school of thoucht 
is 
that 
grouse 
are 
in 
the 
wooded area and tile other is 
that Hie birds will tx* found 
only in the fringe areas One 
thing however is certain that 
Mr. Grouse will not be too far 
from his dining hall or drinking 
fountain. His preference runs 
strongly to berries and fruit of 
all types and s>me mast and 
greens. Of all types of guns 
used for grouse hunting proba­ 
bly the most popular is the 
double. This gives the hunter 
the advantage of two chokes. 
Weight and barrel length are 
also important. A light weight 
gun with a 26" harrel is your 
best bet for the grouse hunter. 
Loads are also a matter of 
choice, but here again most 
grouse hunters use 74 shot. 
The ruffed grouse is the par­ 
tridge of certain New F.ngland 
areas, the* "fool hen" of more 
isolated districts, the pheasant 
of certain areas of the south.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Under

hower. the Defense Department 
will begin bringing home in Jan­ 
uary 284,000 wives and children 
of 
U.S. 
servicemen 
stationed 
abroad. 
This r e t u r n of dependents— 
more than half of all the armed 
forces dependents overseas — is 
part of a seven-point program in­ 
stituted by tile President to save 
an estimated billion dollars a year 
in American spending abroad. 
The program will not cut total 
U. S. spending—only that part 
spent overseas. Some costs actu­ 
ally will go up a* more expensive 
U. 
S. 
goods are 
bought 
and 
shipped abroad to replace much 
now purchased there. 
ABOUT 15,000 A MONTH 
In effect, tile program imposes 
a strict “buy American” policy 
on the military services and the 
International Cooperation Admin­ 
istration, which handles foreign 
aid. 
Tile gradual reduction of over­ 
seas dependents is to be at the 
rate of 15,000 a month. At least 
part of it will be accomplished 
by keeping wives and children in 
this country as new men are sent 
overseas. There is no present 
plan to cut back the number of 
M*r\icemen abroad. 
Announcing the drastic foreign 
spending curbs Wednesday night 
at Augusta, Ga., Eisenhower de­ 
clared it is imperative to bring 
this country’s outflow of dollars 
into better balance with its for­ 
eign income. The United States 
presently faces a i960 deficit in 
“balance 
of 
payments” 
which 
could reach $4 billion. 
AFFECT BALANCE 
The United States is selling 


abroad much more than it is buy­ 
ing there in commercial trade. 
But this balance is more than off­ 
set by heavy military and foreign 
aid expenditures in other coun­ 
tries and by private U. S. in­ 
vestments there. All these affect 
the balance of payments. 
One purpose of the sweeping 
curbs is to maintain world con­ 
fidence in the dollar, the Presi­ 
dent made clear. Another is to 
protect this country’s $18-billion 
gold 
reserve 
against 
further 
shrinkage. 
AH agencies and departments of 
the federal government with for­ 
eign 
operations, 
including 
the 
State Department, were told by 
the President to determine what 
they could do toward economizing 
on foreign casts by returning de­ 
pendents and where possible re­ 
ducing personnel. Their plans to­ 
gether with those of the military 
services are to be in Eisenhower’s 
hands by Dec. 15.

NEW YORK 
AP -Every little 
bit beifx<. That’s the first reaction 
in financial and business circles 
to President Eisenhower’! moves 
to stop some of the outward flow 
of dollars and gold into foreign 
hands.

This loss—known technically as 
the deficit in the balance of pay­ 
ments—has !>een building up for 
several years It has mushroomed 
in the last three year*. 
But it wasn’t until the sudden 
rush of Europeans to buy gold on 
the London free market a month 
ago because they thought the U.S. 
dollar wobbly that the American 
public paid any attention to the 
dram on the I S. Treasury’. 
Its gold hoard now is down to 
$18 billion from a high of more 
than $24 billion, Tile short term 
dollar holdings of foreigners come 
to more than $18 billion. Theo­ 
retically if they all nought at once 
to turn their dollar holdings into 
stripped bare. 


STOP S E L L IN G G O LD 
Actually there ii no such con­ 
certed run on the Treasury either 
in action or expected. And if one 
developed, the Treasury 
would 
doubtless stop selling gold long 
before any such assault on the 
integrity ol the dollar could get 
far. 
But tile loss of gold can’t go on 
indefinitely—$1.3 billion has left 
the Treasury's hands since the 
first of this year. Nor can the 
United States go on sending $4 
billion a year more overseas than
